Lonpox, February 4.—In the Parliament last 
evening, especially in he House of Commons, there 
was an exciting debat«took place on the pending 
motions to censure the Government for its Egyp- 
uan policy Sir Staffod Northcote moved that an 
bumbie address, of wh>h he gave notice on Thurs 
day, to be presented t the Queen, that the policy 
of the Government in igyptian affairs had been an 
utter failure, and invived great sacrifice of life, 
and that the Goverment should take decided 
measures to fulfill its psponsibility. Northcote, con- 
tinuing, severely critidsed the Government and the 
general spirit wheein the advisers of the 


tbe calied unon to do. 
Northcote paid an elquent tribute to General Gor- 
don and the in the hero's letter. He de- 
clared that the deadcommander’s prophecies had 
come to pass. The Government must drop the 
habit of evading troible They were daily getting 
into deeper water, md whatever the consequence 
might be, he, Northote, felt compelled to sunimon 
the House to pronowce a verdict, as it had done on 
previous occasions, vith the additional experience 
of the value of the Ministry's promise and the suc- 
cess of its action. 

John Morley, Libenl, offered an amendment to 
the motion of censu’e, in favor of the evacuation 
of the Soudan. He shought something might be 
done by negotiating wth the Madhi,but the Soudan 
should be left to the Soudanese. 

The Premier rep iel with spirit, and vigorously 
defended the Governnent’s policy. The Govern- 
ment m gbt have conmitted errors of judgment, 
but had, throughout, acted with honesty of pur- 
pose. He was satidied that noother course was 
open to them, The Jovernmeut declined to enter 
into any covenant not ‘reasonable and prudent. 
The Suakim expediton was , even without 
a determina‘ion to smash the Mahdi, to secure the 
retirement of the troops. Concluding, Mr. Glad- 
stone declared that f tae House thought the Gov- 
ernment had failed in its duty, the latter would 
cheerfully accept the verdict, but if otherwise, he 
hoped they would givé expression to their coafi- 
deuce. thereby streagtaening the whole country in 
the face of the world.
